2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the third clutch being 
connected between the input shaft and second input element of the planetary gear unit 
(claim 2) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
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of the claimed invention. Claim 2 has been amended to recite that the third clutch is 
connected between the input shaft and second input element of the planetary gear unit. 
The drawings, as noted above, fail to illustrate such a limitation, and the specification as 
originally filed (see paragraph 0051) refers to the connection of the third clutch between 
the engine and input of the CVT, which is described only as being located upstream of a 
region where the input shaft of the CVT is connected to the second input (lines 7-8 of 
paragraph 0051), which is not equivalent to that which has been added to claim 2. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 2, line 4, the recitation of the arrangement of the 
clutch 'on upstream, in terms of power flow path' does not set forth with respect to which 
elements the clutch is upstream of. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 3-7 are allowed. 

Response to Comments 

6. Applicant's comments have been considered, but the examiner does not agree 
that the application is in condition for allowance in view of the matters set forth above.
